Hidden Killer Impulse of Cyanide Murderer 
Traced to Glands Man No Longer Needs 


I 


S the impulse to kill lecreted in 
some gland hidden in the bodies 
of civilized men? 
Arthur Hoerl, criminologist and 
writer of mystery stones, believe# 
from long observation and expe­ 
rience that all men 
have such a 
gland 
but that 
it 
has become 
dormant in most cases as civiliza­ 
tion has progressed. 
He cites James Baker, 23 year 
old self-confessed murderer of IO 
men, as the perfect example of the 
primitive type of murderer for 
whom science has as yet found no 
name, the bend who kills for no 
reason other than a desire to watch 
the death agony of his victim. 
Raker is now serving a life-term in 
Sing Sing prison. 
“ Scientific reformers are urging 
segregation of criminal types as a 
first means of eliminating the prison 
break menace,” Mr. Hoerl asserts. 
“With criminal types clearly defined 
this would be a simple and effective 
method for erasing trouble. 
“ However, too many inmates do 
not fall easily into a classified group. 
The James Baker 'impulsecriminals’ 
form a large part of our prisoners 
today and until intelligent study is 
made of their problems and some 
effort is made to classify them there 
will alway# be prison uprisings and 
mutinies.” 
In story and in real life there 
must always be a motive for crimes, 
Mr. Hoerl states. I hat is an axiom 
by which civilization measures its 
criminals. Yet such crimes as James 
Baker committed are brought about 
through no such simple motive as 
money, vengeance, or love. 
What mysterious impulse lies be­ 
hind the tragic urge to kill? 
“The old bromide that truth is 
stranger than fiction tells the story 
again,” Mr. Hoerl declares. 
“ In 
the literature of crime there was 
only one author with imagination 
of sufficient vividness to create a 
character analagous lo James Baker 
He was an outstanding genius; his 
story rn which Hie Baker-like char­ 
acter appears is a classic. 
“T h e author is Edgar Allen Poe 
This tale is ‘Murders in the Rue 
Morgue.’ The character is an ape!” 
T hat James Baker might easily 
have been the assassin in ‘‘Murders 
in the Rue Morgue” is Mr. Hoerl’I 
contention. 
I lie writer feels the 
secret of Baker and his type lies in 
this same animal instinct, due to 
the presence in the human body of 
disordered e'iudS-Oi origin*. ^

“ Science has proven that there 
are in the human body today cer­ 
tain organs and glands which are 
not used,” Mr. Hoer! reminds us. 
‘With the development of civiliza­ 
tion they have outlived their use­ 
fulness, have ceased to function. 
The tonsils and the appendix arc 
two instances of this. 
“ Is there some still undiscovered 
organ or gland which sends the 
impulse to kill to the h u m a n brains 
I here is something in our intricate 
m a k e u p which controls our emotions 
and brings about love, hatred, and 
rage. 
W h en we sorrow a gland re­ 
leases tears. 
In a m o m e n t of r.ige 
can not some over-developed gland 
adv an ce an emo tion to the impulse 
to kill? 'U ncont rollab le rage’ is a 
common affliction. 
I he reior ds of 
killings undei such sties# aie com­ 
mon.”

Mr. Hoerl, au th o r of a aeries of 
stones called “ M a s t e r Mysteries,” 
is of the opinion t h at tile popularity 
of so-called detective stones has had 
a salutary effect, in t h a t reading of 
this type of fiction has caused lay­ 
men to give more thought to the 
problem of crime. 
” I he public 
must be made to see that eradica­ 
t e d of crime is not simply a matter 
of pun ishment, but of prevention. 
And crime can not be prevented ex­ 
cept through rem ovi ng the cause* 
of it. 
We c an no t eliminate these 
until we apply more of the principle# 
of science to the study of crimrnak.”
